Washington, June 1. — This cable- 
gram baa been received at the navy 
department from Rr. Adm. Ctaadwick, 
commandiDf the Soutb Atlantio ■qwd* 
Iron at Tangier: 

j "The seizure of the American oitlien 
I waa by insurgent chief, bo as to bring 
prcaiure on the sultan of Morocco to 
secore the demanda of the tribe. Our 
aense fit th« gravltjr of the case It 
ahown by the pretence of the Ameri- 
can squadron and will undoubtedly 
cause the earlier yltldinij by the sul- 
tan of Morocco to the demanda of tbe 
chief, which la the only safe meant of 
releatlag the captive." 

There It the highett anthorlty for 
the statement that an attack on Tan- 
gier or an expedition against tbe bri- 
gands will be followed by the imme- 
diate murder of the captives. 

At the instance of Secretary Hay no 
Initructlont will be tent Rr. Adm. 
Chadwlck for the present, pending the 
reeolt of the representations of Am- 
baesador Porter at Paris to the French 
government requesting the cxi'rcisc of 
the good offices in obtaining tlie re- 
iMM* of the captives. 

Paris, June 1.— American officials 
are hopeful that French Influence with 
the Moroccan government, totrethcr 
with tie presence of the American 
Saet at Tangier, will secure an adi'jgt- 
meat of the affairs. Reportt through 
' French official channels show that Rai- 
IuH'e demand for ransom Is $70,000. 

The Americans view is that If the 
ransom should be paid through the 
family of Perdicaris, Raisuli could be 
dealt with tubtequently and the money 
restored to the family, but FVench offi- 
cials who are familiar with the situa- 
tion In Morocco are less sanguine of 
a settlement owing to claims that Rai- 
■aU haa put forward which threaten 
to raiae political and International en- 
taaglementa. According to informa- 
tion reaching the foreign office he re- 
quires the sultan to give him a subor- 
dinate kingdom with the right to levy 
taxes throughout a region embracing 
88 square kilometres lying directly 
along the main route from Tangier to 
Fei. Officialt lay Raltuli would there- 
by bo( ome one of the dominant politi- 
cal factors In Morocco. 

Moreover Ralsull's demand that he 
may levy taxes on travelers on the 
main route to tbe capital it conaldered 
untenable. Reports received thow that 
the snltan is ready to pay the ransom 
but that he i.-^ unwilling to yield to the 
political ambitions of Itaisull. How- 
ever, the French minister at Tangier 
tecured the release of a Frenchman 
held under tlmllar clreumttancea by 
enlisting the influence of cbieta of 
trib^ and the Bhorifflan anthorttiet 
and hopes that timilar influencei will 
prevail now. 

The PYench authorities are not like- 
ly to view favorably the seizure of a 
port of landing of American marines, 
being of the opinion that the Monroe 
doctrine ehould cut both ways. It Is 
also pointed out that an expedition in- 
land would be wholly impracticable 
owing to topographical and material 
COOtideratlons.

H« Wat Tortured te Death By Think- 
ing of His Life and Belief That 
He Was the Object of 
Purault. 

Chicago, June 1.— A apecial from 
Victoria, B. C, lajrt: If the voluntary 
declaration of a dying man la to be be- 
lieved, flnls has been written to the 
historic Snell tragedy of 15 years ago, 
and Tascott, the long-sought murderer, 
self-identified, haa paid the penalty of 
hit crime with penitence and now flilt 
an unmarked grave in the heart of the 
Alaskan wilderness, whither be had 
fled for the effacement of hla individ- 
uality. 

Philip Robertton, a ttrictly reliable 
man, prospector and miner, received 
the dying man's confession, and tells 

the story simply and dramatically. 
Robertson left the Klondike capital 
late last fall in a small boat bound for 
the new placer grounds at Fairbanks. 
He reached a point near Dahl river in 
a particularly desolate and forbidding 
region when the forlorn wailing of a 
dog surprised his ears. He found the 
dog, a half-starved shepherd, seeming- 
ly in much distress. Following this 
animal Robertson waa brought to a 
seemingly deserted cabin tome 400 
yards above the river concealed in a 
clump of spruce. 

"I ventured to the door of the shack 
and knocked," says Robertson, "and 
there waa a feeble 'come in.' All was 
darkness Inside and there waa no sign 
of a fire. I caught sight of a bit of 
candle, which I lighted and then ad- 
vanced to where a man lay. 

"With a fefble effort he turned and 
stared at me for a full minute. Then 
he said: 'Are yon an (rfBcerf No, 
1 said. 1 am a miner and if V>ere is 
anything 1 can do for you 1 want to 
do it. I Econ had a Are going and 
again approached the bed. The man's 
hair waa white as snow, bis face Sad 
a livid color In It looked like 

death and he had the terrlfle^ 
and hopele«s expression I have ever 
seen on a human t>eiDg. 

''I'm Oolng Where I Belong." 

'■'Partner.' he said, finally rolling 
over on hiH sidt- and little more than 
whispering, 'I m leaving it world that 
i did not appreciate. I'm going to 
where I belong.' 

"He lapsed into silence again and 
what I thought was a sleep came over 
him. Two hours jiassed and he sud- 
denly wakened with a shriek and then 
sank back in bed. In a few minuter 
be gavo another wild scream and 
straightened up In bed. 'Then in a 
voice you would think came from a 

good, strong man, he said: 

" 'See here, Ix vs. my nam.' is Tafi- 
cott. I m Tascott. Do you understand. 
I'm Tascott that they've been hunting 
like a wolf for years. I can not run 
any more. I'm getting paid for what I 
did. I know I'm dying and I know 
w;iere I II go. Tell the boys when 
they come liack that I am Tascott and 
you can teii the world, too, for the 
world haa hunted me a long time.' 

"About 8 In the morning I heard a 
noise like a man expelling all the air 
from his lungs. 1 rushed over to the 
bed and felt the man's pulse and heart. 
He was dead. 

"I have never told about this until 
now, bttt that dead man atked me to 
make his story public, and so I do so. 
I solemnly believe that he waa tortur- 
ed to (li Hth l y tliiiiliiiig of his own life 
and the belief that he was always the 
object of pursuit, and I assuredly be- 
lieve he told the truth in saying he 
was Tascott." 

Story of the Crime. 

Chicago, June 1. — ^Amos J. Snell, 
wealthy bolder of much property on 
the west tide of Chicago, waa murder- 
ed at his home in Washington boule- 
vard on the night of February 8, 1888, 
and robbery wais declared to be the 
motive, although by many it then was, 
and stUl Is believed that the burglary 
waa eoaeocted. However, after many 
arreeta tbe police hit upon the "Wil- 
lie Tascott clew." Tascott had been an 
elevator boy at the Palmer house. It 
was represented that he had been em- 
ployed by day and vonnltted rob- 
beriee at night 

Heavy rewarde— one for $10,000, 
which was subsequently raised to |20.- 
000, wore offered for Takcott and for 
two or thrt e years Tascott was turn- 
ing up dead or alive in a]I parts o£ 
North and South Anjerica.

Ilut 
the presence of the executive bead of 
tbe commonwealth which he had help- 
ed to make great, of representatives 
of the high lawmaking body In which 
had played so prominent a part, and 
of the national governm<'nt lent to the 
servlc t'B an air of pomp that could not 
be prevented. Beaver waa crowded 
with prominent men. Nearly, all of 
them were personal acqualntancet and 
friendt of the deceased senator. Near- 
ly all had known him in life and had 
witnessed those displays of political 
acumen and generalship which stamp- 
ed him at one of the leadera of hit age. 
It waa a repreoentatlve gathering. Not 
all were politicians. There were his 
business associates and men from all 
walks of life, each anxious to show his 
meed of respect to those virtues of the 
dead senator that can not be denied.
